LONDON, Nov. 15—Two thousand 
persons had been killed-in street 
fighting in Moscow up to noon Tues- 
day, according to reports brought 
by travelers arriving at the Russo- 
Swedish frontier, as forwarded in 
press dispatches from Stockholm. 

In Kieb and various other towns 
anarchy prevails to an astonishing 
degree, accompanied by mob violence 
against Jews, these reports say. 

An agreement is said to have been 
reached at Moscow among the Social- | 
ist parties to form a coalition gov- 
ernment, including some Bolsheviki. 

LONDON, Nov. 15.—According to 
press reports from Stockholm, trav- 
elers who arrived yesterday evening 
in Haparanda, Sweden, from Finland, 
say rumors are current there that 
Petrograd is in flames.

FARM LABOR SCARCE 


Farmers all over the country are now 
paying $3 a day for farm labor, board and 
room, which same they got a stiort time ago 
for about $30 a month and board. It is 
hard for them to get labor at any price, as 
the draft has skimmed the country of all 
idle workmen. 

This bites the farmer considerable, for 
while he is getting big prices for his pro- 
ducts, he cannot produce unless he can get 
the labor. The government is admonish- 

_ ing him to produce more, and at the same 
time it is taking the labor away from him 
with which he produces. The result is go- 
ing to be less production instead of more, 
‘unless farm labor is exclupted from the 
draft.
